‘Waterford, 9-8 and 13-2. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases} recorded for the twelve principal towns 
last week were represented by an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000. Among the 4 deaths for 
Dun Laoghaire were one from scarlet fever.and one from diarrhoga and enteritis of a child 
under 2 years of age; and 3 of the eleven deaths for Limerick were from diarrhcea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years. 

City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 276—138 boys 
and 138 girls. . Exclusive of those numbering 48, occurring in institutions, of infants whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 228, representing a rate of 
27-7 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered was 107—59 males and 48 females. Of the total, 18 
related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths for the 
City was 89, representing a rate of 10°8 per 1,000. 

There were 14 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from typhoid 
fever, 2 from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria and 10 from diarrhea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. In the three preceding weeks there were no deaths from typhoid fever ; 
and deaths from scarlet fever were 0, 0 and one, from diphtheria 0, one and 2, and from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 11, 17 and 7. 

Tuberculous disease caused 11 deaths (9 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
and 2 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 9, 3 and 13 from all forms of 
tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, and 18 by diseases of the heart. , 

There were 4 deaths from pneumonia, comprising one from broncho-pneumonia, one 
from lobar pneumonia and 2 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 
3 deaths. 

One accidental death was registered, due to injuries caused by a train. There were 2 
deaths by suicide. 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, one was due to tuberculosis, 2 to 
pneumonia, 10 to diarrhea and enteritis, and one to congenital debility. 

Nineteen of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 15 being infants under one year, 2 of whom were under one month old, 
and 26 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 19 were aged 70 years 
or over. 

Of the 89 deaths recorded, 41 occurred in hospitals or other public institutions. 

CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES.—Table III. shows the numbers notified in 
the City of Dublin, and in the Boroughs; and Table IV., the number of cases of certain 
diseases treated in Dublin Hospitals. 

Northern Ireland and Great Britain——The mortality from all causes for Belfast County 
Borough during the week was represented by an annual rate of 13-1 per 1,000 of the population 
and for Londonderry 11:5. 

In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales (including London, in 
which the rate was 8-7) the mortality was 9-4 per 1,000 of the estimated resident population. 

The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was il-8 per 1,000 persons 
living, the rate for Glasgow being 13-0 and for Edinburgh 9-6.

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FRINCIPAL TOWNS 


Particulars of the Births and Deaths* recorded for the Twelve Principal Towns are given 
in Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last 
week and for the past four weeks, respectively, were represented by the following annual 
rates per 1,000 of the population :— , 

Twelve Principal Towns, 15-5 and 15-9; City of Dublin, 16-4 and 15:9; Borough of 
Dun Laoghaire, 21-8 and 18-5; Cork, 14:0 and 15-8; Limerick, 15-9 and 17-9; and Water- 
ford, 5-9 and 13:2. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases{ recorded for the twelve principal towns 
last week were represented by an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000. Among the 12 deaths from 
all causes for Limerick were 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age ; 
and one of the 4 deaths for Kilkenny was from measles. . 

City of Dublin—The number of births registered during the week was 218—108 boys 
and 110 girls. Exclusive of those numbering 36, occurring in institutions, of infants whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 182, representing a rate of 
22-1 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered was 153—85 males and 68 females. Of the total, 20 
related to persons. belonging to other localities, and the deaths of 2 persons belonging to the 
City were registered in adjoining districts*, so that the actual number of deaths for the City 
was 135, representing a rate of 16-4 per 1,000. 

There were 8 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from scarlet 
fever, 2 from diphtheria and 5 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 
In the three preceding weeks deaths from searlet fever were 0, 2 and one; from diphtheria 
2, 5 and 2, and from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 3, 2 and 5. 

Tuberculous disease caused 11 deaths (6 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
8 from tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 
8, 25 and 14 from all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 

Hight deaths were caused by cancer, and 20 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 21 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 13 from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from 
lobar pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 17 
deaths. 

There were 4 violent deaths registered, one of which (that of a child aged 5 weeks) was 
due to burns, and one to injuries caused. by: a motor vehicle. 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, one was due to tuberculosis, 3 to 
convulsions, 2 to pneumonia, 4 to diarrhea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 
one to congenital debility, and 5 to premature birth. 

Thirty-four of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 24 being infants under one year, 10 of whom were under one month old, 
and 47 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 35 were aged 70 years or 
over. 

Of the 135 deaths recorded, 64 occurred in hospitals or other public institutions. 

CASES OF INFECTIOUS. DISEASES.—Table III. shows the numbers notified in 
the City of Dublin, and in the Boroughs; and Table IV., the number of cases of certain 
diseases treated in Dublin Hospitals. 

Northern Ireland and Great Eritain.—The mortality from all causes for Belfast County 
Borough during the week was represented by an annual rate of 15-6 per 1,000 of the population 
and for Londonderry 10-4. 

In the 121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales (including London, 
in which the rate was 13-9) the mortality was 14-1 per 1,000 of the estimated resident popula- 
tion. 

The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 15-8 per 1,000 persons 
living, the rate for Glasgow being 18-6 and for Edinburgh 13-2.
